to surprise the maker of the machine 
before it became known here that 
there was a clew leading to this city. 
In this they were disappointed. 


The Chicago police have discovered 


three men who, it is believed, unsus- 
pectingly assisted "G. Russell" in 
Manufacturing his "machine." The 
men are J. W. Seymour, carpenter; 
J. W. Elsenberg, blacksmith, and-John 
Clarke, machinist, whose shops are in 
the vicinity ofthe apartment occupied 
by Russell. "During the work Russell 
roomed across the street," said Sey- 
mour. "I planed down four strips of 
wood about 20 inches long for a man 
anwsering his description, who said 
he had a patent of some kind. I be- 
lieve he said it was a gambling de- 
vice." 


"Some time ago," said Clarke, "a 


man came to my shop and asked for 
ttssistar 
•• in making a gambling ma- 


chine. He said It was something new 
In the way of a gambling device. We 
made him a cone with an inch base 
and a disc to fit it He first said that 
tie only wanted one pair of the iron 
pieces, but later asked for three more 
pairs. He never called for the addi- 
tional pieces.

Russell."

on him and said that if the witness 
wanted anything at the st'atehouse he 
(Raymond) could get it by advertising 
in his paper. Mr. Haymond's testi- 
mony was corroborated in part by his 
bookkeeper, Miss Lydia G. Brown. At 
Mr. Raymond's 
request numerous 


other witnesses will be summoned be- 
fore the committee at the continua- 
tion of the hearing.

Agatha Reichlin were exhumed at the 
Catholic cemetery, one mile north of

Discolorations were found on the right 
wrist and upon the neck, and a dark 
blue tinge beneath the right eye. After 
a conference the physicians decided to 
make openings in the neck and be- 
neath the eye, to discover if possibl* 
whether these marks were caused by 
choking or blows before death, or by 
the action of Impeded blood drainage 
thereafter. 
At the conclusion of the 


examination, Coroner French said that 
the marks found were the same he had 
seen at the postmortem, but that at 
this time it was impossible to say how 
they had been caused.
